GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


GENTLEMEN—As citizens of Utah I congratulate you and 
myself, that it is more than probable in welcoming you, which I 
heartily do, that it is my pleasure to greet our last Territorial 
Legislative Assembly. The early passage of the Enabling Act for 
the admission of the Territory into the Union, which now seems 
assured, will require the assembling of a convention which will 
formulate the fundamental principles that shall control the new 
State, and the meeting of a new Legislature that will follow to 
readjust our laws to meet the changed conditions, admonish us of 
the propriety of confining present legislation to matters of urgent 
necessity and the taking of preliminary steps only in the inaugur- 
ation of new subjects of importance which will require time for 
their completion. Believing in the wisdom of such a course, I 
have endeavored to so confine my recommendations. 


UNIVERSITY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


The question of the advisability of consolidating and making 
one institution of the University of Utah and the Agricultural 
College has been the subject of much recent interesting discus-. 
sion. The present site and grounds for the University are 
considered unsuitable and insufficient, and a bill looking to obtain- 
ing a more suitable location on the Fort Douglas military reserva- 
tion was introduced 1n the last Congress and reintroduced in the 
present Congress.  Itis expected that favorable action will be 
taken when the bill is reached. The pending Statehood bill 
provides for the donation of public lands to the University and to 
the College. Both institutions have been established by and 
fostered and nurtured by liberal appropriations from the Territory, 
and each is in successful operation. In view of the existing situa- 
tion and the grave importance of the question, I would respectfully 
suggest the wisdom at this time of making only necessary appro- 
priations for the successful carrying on of the respective institu- 
tions under present conditions, thus affording ample time for a 
complete investigation and thorough discussion of the question of 
consolidation. 
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COMMISSION ON IRRIGATION. 


In my message to the Legislative Assembly, six years ago, T 
submitted the following : 


“The great value of water to our people, and the prosperity to flow 
from a complete utilization of our supply, is readily recognized by all. I 
recommend the appointment of a commission of three persons, one of 
of whom, at least, shall be required to be a competent engineer, skilled in 
his science; the commission is to be charged with the duty of making a 
full and exhaustive investigation of the question, and required to report to 
the next Legislative Assembly the result of its labors, with such sugges- 
tions as it may be enabled to make, for the inauguration of a comprehen- 
sive and thorough system of irrigation for the use of our reclaimed aud 
the reclamation of other lands. Necessary appropriations for this purpose 
I recommend." 


Time and the agitation of and the increased interest in the 
question of irrigation, has confirmed me in the view that much 
good would come from the action of such a commission, and I 
respectfully ask your favorable consideration. 


! CAPITOL BUILDING. 


Being, advised of the request of the Capitol Commission (its 
report will be presented to you later), for an appropriation of 
$125,000 to begin the construction of the Capitol by building a 
wing, which will furnish necessary offices for the present, in my 
opinion it should be granted. It would be judicious economy to 
make the saving that would result from doing so. The rents that 
would have to be paid to secure necessary and suitable accommo- 
dations for the different branches and offices of the government, 
would be much more than the interest upon the investment. The 
building would provide more appropriate and better quarters in 
which the business of the people could be transacted, than could 
possibly be obtained elsewhere. A permanent building for the 
purpose must sooner or later be erected, and the advantages to 
accrue to our material men and laborers to prosecute the work 
now are obvious. 


MONUMENT TO BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


A Memorial Association has been inaugurated by a number 
of our citizens to erect a suitable monument in honor of Brigham 
Young. They have contracted with a Utah artist who has fur- 
nished the design for and has in part completed a great work. It 
would seem that no more fitting and appropriate site could be se- 
lected for the erection of such a memorial to Governor Young 
than the Capitol grounds of the Territory of which he was the first 
Governor and of the State of which he was the pioneer statesman 
and founder. I recommend that you take such steps as you may 
deem advisable to attain the desired end. |

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A MILITIA RECOMMENDED. 


A properly organized militia is almost ʻā necessity of a well- 
ordered free commonwealth. Our young men for several years, 
with commendable patriotic manliness, have been ready and will- 
ing to assume the duties and responsibilities of service and have 
only awaited the direction and authority of the law-makers to give 
us a military establishment which will be the pride of the inter- 
mountain ah, Of the appropriations made by the general- 
government in aid of the State and Territorial militia, $75,057.05 
had been allotted to this Territory up to June 3oth, 1889, and none 
since that time. In view of our early admission as a State into the 
Union let us, by the prompt enactment of a law, enable our people 
to avail themselves of their desires and opportunities to establish a 
military force, and in this, as in all other respects, show that our 
Territory is well prepared and fitted for admission into the Union 
of States. | 

pe tug EIGHT HOURS A DAY'S WORK. 


Entertaining a firm conviction that the happiness of mankind 
would be greatly contributed to by lessening the hours of labor, I 
earnestly recommend, in the interest of this great reform, an act 
providing thateight hours shall constitute a day's work on all 
public works. 


AMEND AND REVISE THE LIEN LAW. 


Our mechanics’ lien law is imperfect and needs revising and 
amending. I recommend to your wisdom the preparation and en- 
actment of a wise and just measure that will fully protect the 
material men and laborers. 


TERRITORIAL WARRANTS SHOULD BE KEPT AT PAR. 


For years the managers of public institutions of the T'erritory 
have been compelled, in order to sustain them, to borrow money at 
a high rate of interest, and without authority of law to do so. 

The holders of Teiritorial warrants have been compelled 
often to submitto heavy discounts to realize on them. Such a griev- 
ous and shameful condition should be promptly remedied and no 
longer tolerated. There is no reasonable excuse why all the debts 
of this rich and prosperous Territory should not be promptly 
and fully paid and its warrants be at all times as good as coin.

Lo His Excellency, Caleb W. West, Governor of Utah Territory: 


Sır—Pursuant to the law of March 13, 1890, permit me to 
submit the following report of the condition of the Utah Terri- 
torial Library and of the growth of the same from the date of my 
incumbency up to the present time. . 

The law of March 1o, 1892, provided that the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court should take charge of and manage the Library, 
and on March 15, 1892, I took charge, the books, records and keys 


' being turned over to me by Mr. Joseph Lippman, my predecessor. 


The splendid system, put in force by my predecessor, of ex- 
changing our reports, session laws and journals, for the similar 
books of the other States and Territories of the Union, has been 
kept up with most gratifying results, and I am pleased to be able 
to report that Utah is now in good standing with allthe States 
and Territories of the Union, and in return for the one book we 
send away we receive at least seven volumes. . 

I found, on assuming control, that there were on the shelves 
of the Library 4,484 volumes, consisting of Supreme and Appel- 
late Court Reports, Digests, Session Laws, Codes and Statutes, etc. 

I now report that there are 6,081 volumes in the Library, and 
this increase of 1,597 volumes is accounted for as follows:

The Library now contains the complete Supreme and Appel- 
late Court reports of thirty States and four Territories. 

There are, therefore, fourteen States.of which the Library has 
only an incomplete set of reports. Of this number it willtake but 
a few volumes to complete Delaware, Missouri and Tennessee, and 
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the cost would not be large; but the Library has but a small num- 
ber o£ the remaining cleven States, to-wit: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Indiana, Louisiana, New Hampshire, North 
Carolina, Rhode Island, South Carolina, and Virginia. It would 
be a great boon to the Territory to complete these sets o£ reports, 
and I therefore recommend that it be done. It will be a day of 
rejoicing when the members of the bar can say that the Perri- 
torial” (soon to be State“) Library contains the complete reports 
of all the States in the Union. There is hardly a day passes but 
that I am asked for a volume that is missing from one of these 
broken sets. T might say in this connection that an effort has 
been made to secure these missing volumes on account of ex. 
change, and although in some instances it has brought the Library 
a number of the missing books, the several States are unable to 
accommodate us, willing as they appear, to be, owing to the fact 
that most of the books we lack are early reports, many out of 
print, and those in existence in the ends of private parties. 

1 have at last been able to send 
Reports to those States that have had these volumes missing from 
their shelves for many years, and it is therefore gratiivinz to 
report that every State and Territory in the Union kas a complete 
set of Utah Reports. 

In this connection, permit me to sav that by the kindness nf 
Messrs. Callaghan & Co., of Chicago, have I been thus enabled tu 
send the missing volumes, I and 3,to these States. This firm. who 
are now publishing the Utah Reports, also kindly attended te end- 
ing Volumes 6, 7 and 8 which were published in rSo2 and Don 
to all the States and Territories, thereby making it possibie for Utah 
ta keep in good standing on the exchange account as referred to 
above. 

I am informed that a bill, providing for the purchase and dis- 
tribution of these reports, was prepared by the last Legislature. but 
for some unaccountable reason was not brought up for passage. L 
trust that the coming Legislature will appreciate the importance 
of this matter, and in addition to making an appropriation te cover 
the cost of Volumes 6. 7 and 8, will also provide for all future re- 
ports as they are issued. As will be seen bv a reference to the 
figures ziven above, we receive seven books in return for the one 
that we vive. | 

When I took charge the Library was located on the second 
floor of the Wasatch Block, where were located the other Federal! 
and Territorial offices. Very soon thereafter the move was made 
to the second floor of the Dooly Block, and here the Library has a 
well-lighted room, 25x50 feet, with everv convenience, but with az 
awkward mode of entrance. 

It was out of the question to make use of the old wall 
shelving for two reasons: First-—The old shelving was rickety 
and constructed to suit only where built. Second— In the present 
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quarters, with so many windows and doors, sufficient wall shelving 
to hold the present number of books could not be had. I was 
compelled, therefore, to attend to getting some person to provide 
suitable fixtures, cases, etc., for the new room, and with the able 
assistance of the members of the Board of Control of the Library, 
succeeded. The preserit arrangement is pronounced a success by 
all who see it, and L venture to say we now have a Library, that for 
convenience, light and cleanliness equals, if not excels, those of 
some of our sister States and Territories. This is saying consid- 
erable, when it i$ understood that the Utah Territorial Library of 
to-day has had but a short life of four years. 

It is only necessary to say thatthe present convenient arrange- 
ment, rendered available by its new location and the gradual in- 
crease in the number of volumes, is a matter of daily congratulation 
by the members of the bar of the Territory and has been highly 
spoken of by visiting lawyers from afar. 

There has been a wonderful increase in the use to which the 
Library ps since June, 1892, when the move was made to the 
new quartérs and where visitors have a pleasant room, plenty of 
light and ample facilities for pursuing their researches. During 
the past eighteen months the average daily attendance has been 
very large, and especially during the sessions of the Supreme Court, 
at which times the un oftheLibrary have been taxed 
to their utmost. 

I beg leave in this Td to call attention to the fact that at 
thelast session of the Legislature no appropriation was made for 
refitting the present new “quarters, nor for incidental expenses of 
the Librarian, such as postage, expressage, janitor service, etc., nor 
for fire insurance. 

I trust that these matters will be attended to at the coming 
session. The meagre salary of the Librarian—$500 per annum 
will hardly permit of his taking care of these small but numerous 
items. 

I would here suggest that the Legislature authorize me to 
employ an assistant librarian, at a reasonable compensation, or that 
the salary of the Librarian be increased to enable him to employ 
an assistant. The duties of the office are rapidly increasing and 
the present salary is indeed small,to say the least Having such 
an assistant would enable me to keep the Library open for at least 
four evenings per week, which would be a great convenience to 
many members of the bar, especially to those residing outside of 
Salt Lake City,and has been spoken of frequently of late. I 
have on several occasions in the past arranged te have the Library 
open evenings at the request of attorneys from Ogden, Provo ane 
Logan, and the favor was highly appreciated. 

I renew the suggestion of my predecessor, that the Library 
be made the depository for all the publications of the Territory, 
and the depot for the distribution of exchanges, and that the 
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Librarian be entrusted with the work of regulating exchanges 
with other States and Territories, and in the hands of the Board 
of Control there should be placed a contingent fund for express- 
age and incidental expenses, This is the system in vogue in most 
of the States, and has lately been adopted by several others. 

Of the $3,000 appropriated by the last Legislature for the 
purchase of new books, the sum of $1,340.25 was used for the 
payment of books placed in the Library by the West Publishing 
Company and other firms in 1891, and $390 was used to pay for 
sixty-five volumes of Volume VI, Utah Reports, needed for 
exchange and for distribution here at home. This left us but 
$1,269.75 for the purchase of new books, and was so expended, 
as follows :

THE WORLD'S COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


When the time came to announce the fair of 1893, the Board 
of Directors hesitated. It seemed to them that in view of the 
opening of the World's Columbian Exposition, at Chicago, it might 
be wisdom to omit the local fair and to use every effort to make a

success of our exhibit in that city. The Board, from the first sug“ 

: ; à qu. 
gestion of the World's Fair, had been enthusiastic and earnest in 
the belief that the Territory should make a creditable showing at 
Chicago. In the last biennial report our predecessors in office 
stated that they regarded it as an opportunity of a lifetime to 
properly bring to the attention of the world the wonderful re- 
sources of our great T'erritory, and they desired to support any 
proposition having that object in view. The present Board inher- 
ited this feeling, and believed that a local fair would take from 
resources needed for the Chicago exhibit; that many of the best 
articles woüld be sent there and kept until too late for our fair, and, 
in short, that one exhibit would draw from the other, lessening the 
value and completeness of each. However, before deciding on 
this point, the Board, through its Secretary, sent letters to many 
citizens interested in the subject, asking their unbiased opinions as 
to whether or not the local fair should be held. The replies dif- 
fered somewhat, but the.consensus of opinion was that the fair 
should be omitted, assigning the reasons as stated above. It was 
also learned, by communication with the States, that many of them 
would not hold the usual fair in 1893. So, feeling justified by this 
generally expressed sentiment, the action of other States and Terri- 
tories, and the conviction of our own minds that it was for the best 
interests of Utah, the Tertitorial fair for 1893 was not held. 

It was then determined to assist the World's Fair Commission 
in creditably exhibiting the resources of the Territory. Many of 
the exhibits of the 1892 fair were preserved for the World's 
Exposition, and these, with other features gotten up at the expense 
of the Society, were sent there at the proper time. The Society 
also offered the services of its Assistant Secretary to the World's 
Fair Commission, free of charge, to assist in the installation and 
care of exhibits. This offer was accepted by the Commission, and 
our Assistant Secretary has spent the greater pait of the year, 
including the full six months at Chicago, in rendering necessary 
assistance. We understand there has been a saving to the 


World's Fair Commission, on this account, of considerable 


means, and that the aid so rendered was timely and valuable. 
The great fair is now over, and the reports indicate that our 
exhibit reflected great credit upon the Territory; certainly the 
number of medals awarded shows that we were not behind the 
other States and Territories, when the amount of money expended 
is taken into consideration. We therefore feel that in abandoning 
the Territorial fair and assisting the Chicago exhibit we acted 
for the good of the Territory. We think, too, that had the local 
fair been held this year, in the midst of the financial panic, it 
would have resulted in a great failure. l 

The last report of the Society contains the following: 

« With proper and becoming modesty we also beg leave to 
suggest that whatever portions of the Utah exhibit may be left 
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over after the World's Fair should revert to this Society as the 
only Aeir-apparent in the Territory. Supplementary to this we 
desire to state that the World’s Fair Commission has, we under- 
stand, a large number of cabimets, glass cases, jars, and other 
articles suitable for holding valuable exhibits, all of which are very 
necessary in the holding of fairs; in fact, each year we are 
obliged to hire, at considerable expense, just such articles as are 
here mentioned. Very frequently we are unable to secure many 
valuable exhibits for lack of these cases to keep-them safely and 
from dust. We therefore urgently request that these articles be 
given to this Society.” :

SUGGESTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


“We are impressed that the Deseret Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society, though instrumental in accomplishing untold 
benefits in many directions, and though perhaps answering the 
needs of the Territory in the past, does not, to its fullest extent, 
under its present charter, promote the material interests of the 
people as much as'the progress of our thriving Territory demands. 
In addition to the business of fair-holding, it is our opinion that 
the Society should be vested’with power to extend its operations 
to the encouragement of the cultivation of the soil and the gen- 
eral development of all the resources of the Territory; to foster 
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every branch of mechanical and household art calculated to in- 
crease the comforts of home life; to extend and facilitate the 
various branches of mining and mining interests, and be in all 
respects a department of the Territorial Government for these 
purposes. While the holding of fairs leads in the direction indi- 
cated, it does not, in our opinion, go far enough, and the Territory 
to-day feels the need of concentrated effort in these directions. 
We think that such a society should have power and means to 
collect and disseminate all kinds of information calculated to edu- 
cate and benefit the industrial classes, take proper and intelligent 
measures for ridding our fruit of all infection, prepare statistics of 
the resources and material interests of the Territory, and to distri- 
bute the same both at home and abroad. 

* The charter of the Deseret Agricultural and Manufacturing 
Society, it may be urged, is broad enough to allow all this to be 
done by the Boaid, but the means with which to accomplish these 
objects are not provided, and the work is consequently not done, 
the annual fairs themselves, in our judgment, not being as repre- 
sentative of the Territory, or as well patronized by the outlying 
counties, as they should and would be if the Society were more 
actively engaged in the various directions indicated. 

« We commend these reflections to your careful considera- 
tion, and suggest that a revision of the act chartering the Deseret 
Agricultural and Manufacturing Society be made, with a view to 
eliminating many of its obsolete and antiquated powers,and ex- 
tending them in the directions mentioned. We also desire that 
the question of repealing the Society's charter entirely be con- 
sidered, and establishing instead a Board of Agriculture, with 
powers similar to those already defined, and thus bring ourselves 
into harmony with other States and Territories, and with the 
National Department of Agriculture." | 

The above three paragraphs are quoted from the report of 
our predecessors in office, and we feel that the suggestions con- 
tained therein are still good ones. Never in the history of the 
"Territory was the time more propitious for encouraging agricul- 
tural pursuits; and this encomagement can be offered by granting 
the Deseret Agricultural and Manufacturing Society the powers 
and means to collect, publish and distribute statistics concerning 
the agricultural interests of the Territory, and disseminate all 
kinds of information calculated to educate and benefit those 
engaged in this department of industry. , , 

Our Assistant Secretary, while at the World's Fair, Chicago, 
was assigned to the care of the Utah Agricultural Pavilion, and he 
reports that hundreds of people inquired for agricultural statistics 
supposed to be issued by the Territorial Board of Agriculture, but, 
of course, he was unable to supply the demand, though every other 
State had such matter ready for distribution. Our statistics were 

those gathered in a hap-hazard way, through different means, and 
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put together rather for advertising purposes than for an accurate 
account of our resources. Again, our Territory is the birthplace 
of modern irrigation, and we had the most complete and compre- 
hensive exhibit on this subject at the fair; yet, when applied to for 
literature referring to it, the applicants were surprised to learn that 
there was none officially printed. While it was a matter of'great 
astonishment that so much had been accomplished in this region 
without the aid of printed circulars and reports so much: relied 
upon in ether parts of the country, still we were considered behind 
the times in this regard. The advantages to be gained by inaug- 
urating An educational board of the character suggested, from 
which could be sent information on all subjects of interest to the 
farmers, would be inestimable. In the matter of fruit-raising alone, 
such a distribution of literature would result in ridding our fruit of 
all infection and in placing that industry where it would be a 
source of material wealth to the Territory. 

In many of the States the Board of Agriculture is required to 


"hold one meeting each year with the County Board of each county 


in the State, and lectures are given on subjects of interest to the 
localities represented. Farmers’ institutes are held and the experi- 
ments and investigations carried on during the year have a fitting 
culmination and summing up at these meetings, aad all the farmers 
who attend have the benefit of the lessons learned. Scientific 
addresses are made and published in full and given wide circulation 
throughout the State, and this inevitably leads to better results. 
The benefits of such a system in Utah would be incalculable. 

Many of these things were mentioned in the last report of 
this Board merely as suggestions ; but we feel the time has now 
come to strongly urge and recommend that the Legislature make 
the desired changes in the Society's charter, and extend the 
powers of the Board in the directions named. Some members of 
the past Legislatures have thought it was time enough for these 
things when the Territory should be admitted as a State, but we 
think progress in this regard should no longer be delayed. Now 
is the time to advance these interests, and when Statehood comes, 
the Territory will be just that much further advanced in 
agricultural education. 


APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED. 


The appropriations asked for at the last session of the 
Legislature amounted to $37,321.62. This included $10,083.60 
desired for the construction of the north wing of the Exposition 
building. The Legislature, however, made no provision for such 
improvement, and allowed $12,239 for the deficiency, $3,000 a 
year for premiums, and $1,500 a year for contingent expenses. 

The same necessityjexists to-day for finishing the Exposition 
buildings and improving the grounds as existed two years ago, 


— 
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but the Board is aware of the demands that will be made of the 
Territory at this session, especially of the appropriations desired 
by the World's Fair Commission for the Chicago exhibit, and we 
therefore make no request for funds to complete the Fair buildings 
at this time. It requires considerable means, however, to keep 
the buildings and grounds in decent repair, and the faiis will not 
meet this demand. After carefully considering the Society’s needs, 
we briefly summarize them as follows:
